The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  desiring 
to  place  every  facility  in  their  power  in  the  way  of  exhibitors, 
after  careful  consideration  of  the  subject  and  notwithstanding 
the  small  appropriation  at  their  command,  decided  to  devote 
nearly  one-third  of  the  sum  to  the  erection  and  fitting  up  .of 
this  cottage  or  building,  which  is  especially  designed  for  the 
use  and  convenience  of  Connecticut  Exhibitors  and  visitors  during 
the  exhibition  season. 

This  was  the  first  State  building  completed  on  the  grounds  ;  its 
dimensions  are  thirty  feet  front  by  forty  feet  deep,  with  a  wing  or  ex¬ 
tension  ten  feet  by  twelve  feet,  a  piazza  ten  feet  by  twenty  feet, 
and  a  good  sized  old-fashioned  porch  leading  into  the  main 
room,  which  is  twenty-two  feet  by  thirty  feet,  with  a  ceiling 
about  seventeen  feet  high  ;  three  sides  of  this  room  are  orna¬ 
mented  with  a  gallery.  Leading  from  this  main  or  reception 
room  is  a  ladies’  parlor  and  toilet  room,  a  gentlemen’s  toilet 
room,  a  cloak,  coat,  hat  and  parcel  room,  and  a  private  room 
and  office  for  the  managers  and  their  agent.  The  inside  wood 
work  of  this  building  consists  chiefly  of  smoke-stained  wood, 
and  in  the  main  room  is  a  peculiar,  old  style  fire-place  and 
mantel.  It  has  a  shelf  half  a  yard  wide,  at  a  height  of  about 
five  feet  from  the  floor,  and  about  two  feet  above  this  first  shelf 
is  a  second  and  narrower  one,  supported  by  two  compound 
brackets  resting  on  the  lower  one.  Between  the  fire-place  and 
the  wood  work  are  side  pieces  and  a  head  piece  of  Connecticut 
brown  stone.  This  stone  work  is  surrounded  by  glazed 
Earthen  Tiles  which  were  made  in  New  Haven  especially 
for  this  purpose.  The  middle  portion  of  the  outside  of  the 
building  is  covered  with  scallop-fashioned  shingles,  the  upper 
portion  lathed  and  plastered,  and  the  lower  part  weather- 
boarded.  In  the  reception  room,  a  book  will  be  kept  for  Con¬ 
necticut  people  to  register  their  names  in.  This  building  will 
be  found  a  great  convenience  to  our  people — it  will  be  a  ren¬ 
dezvous  for  social  gatherings  or  meetings.  A  file  of  Connec¬ 
ticut  papers  will  be  kept  there,  and  a  bulletin  of  information, 
where  items  of  interest  to  visitors  and  exhibitors,  will  be  posted; 
a  place  where  parcels  or  articles  of  clothing,  or  purchases  may 
be  left  or  sent  to  for  safe  keeping  ;  a  Post  office  to  which  cor¬ 
respondence  for  exhibitors  or  visitors  may  be  sent.  In  fact  this 
cottage  shall  be,  as  far  as  is  possible  to  make  it  a  place  where 
Connecticut  people  will  feel  at  home. 

Tickets,  entitling  the  holder  to  the  privileges  of  the  Cottage,  may 
be  obtained  from  any  member  of  the  Board  ot  Managers.

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Since  the  opening  of  the  exhibition  the  Connecticut  Cottage, 
although  the  smallest  State  Building  on  the  grounds,  has  been 
an  object  of  much  interest  to  visitors.  It  is  considered  by  a 
great  majority  as  having  more  characteristic  features,  and  as 
being  better  adapted  for  its  requirements  than  many  of  the 
more  pretending  State  Buildings.  Every  article  in  it,  with  few 
exceptions,  has  not  only  been  sent  from  Connecticut,  but  most 
of  them  are  of  historical  interest.  Among  the  latter  are  several 
relics  formerly  owned  by  General  Putnam.  In  addition  to  the 
fine  Portrait,  and  the  “Queen's  Arm,"  mentioned  on  page  6. 
Since  that  list  was  printed,  Major  Lewis j  J.  P.  Putnam,  of 
Washington  County,  Ohio,  has  visited  the  Cottage,  and  has 
kindly  loaned  a  Silver  Mounted  Cane,  formerly  owned  by  his 
great  grand  father  General  Putnam.  We  have  also  just  re¬ 
ceived  from  another  great  grandson,  Israel  Waldo  Putnam,  a 
pair  of  Pistols  and  Holsters,  Powder  Horn,  Bullet  Mould,  and 
Magnet,  all  of  which  did  good  service  in  the  last  century  for 
the  benefit  of  this. 

The  Connecticut  Historical  Societv  has  also  loaned,  at  the 
request  of  Governor  Ingersoll,  a  relic  of  great  interest.  It  is 
the  “  Royal  Arms  "  which  before  the  Revolution  hung  above 
the  Speakers  Chair,  in  the  House  of  Representatives  at  Hart¬ 
ford,  and  was  probably  painted  about  the  year  1724. 

These,  and  other  articles  of  interest,  make  the  “Cottage  ”  a 
very  desirable  place  in  which  to  spend  a  short  time. 

It  is  especially  requested  that  residents  of  Connecticut  make 
themselves  known  as  such  on  visiting  the  “Cottage.* 
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A  HANDSOME  WATER  COOLER. 

One  of  the  largest  and  handsomest  Water  Coolers  ever  made, 
has  just  been  sent  to  the  Cottage  by  the  Simpson,  Hall  &  Miller 
company  of  Wallingford.  It  is  of  britannia,  silver-plated,  and  is 
intended  for  use  in  the  State  Capitol  in  Hartford,  but  has  been 
loaned  to  the  Cottage  until  the  close  of  the  Exhibition.  The  de¬ 
sign  is  something  after  the  old  Grecian  temple  style.  The  circum¬ 
ference  of  the  base  is  7  feet,  of  the  body  42  feet,  entire  height  5 
feet,  and  it  will  hold  20  gallons.  Encircling  the  edge  of  the  base 
is  a  dragon  border.  On  the  top  edge  of  the  body,  around  the  out¬ 
side,  are  placed  eight  columns  and  two  faucets,  also  four  gilt 
images  representing  “Harvest.”  The  whole  is  surmounted  by  an 
elegant  gilt  statue  of  Columbus.  The  cooler  is  formed  of  three 
joints,  the  figures  being  so  made  as  to  admit  of  their  being  taken 
off.  The  weight  is  estimated  at  200  pounds,  and  cost  $i,oco.

While  drawing  the  attention  of  our  Connecticut  friends  to  the 
fine  portrait  of  General  Putnam  at  the  “  Cottage.”  We  would  also 
direct  them  to  a  painting  of  still  more  national  interest.  It  is  one 
of  the  British  loan  collection,  and  has  been  exhibited  until  now  in 
one  of  the  “Loan  Collection  ”  rooms,  but  has  just  been  removed 
to  a  still  better  and  more  appropriate  location  on  the  left  wall  of 
the  Dome,  in  Memorial  Hall. 

It  is  a  full-length  portrait  of  Washington,  by  Stuart,  painted 
from  life  at  Philadelphia,  in  1796,  for  Mrs.  William  Bingham,  and 
by  her  presented  to  the  Marquis  of  Lansdowne  as  a  token  of 
gratitude  for  the  friendly  part  he  had  taken  in  our  Revolutionary 
troubles.  At  the  death  of  the  Marquis  his  personal  property, 
owing  to  the  embarrassment  of  his  affairs,  had  to  be  sold,  and  this 
picture  was  bought  by  Samuel  Williams,  an  eminent  American 
merchant  then  established  in  London,  who  paid  for  it  two  thousand 
guineas  under  the  hammer.  At  the  instance  of  one  of  our  oldest 
citizens  it  has  been  kindly  loaned  to  grace  our  grand  Centennial 
Exhibition  by  its  present  proprietor.  The  historical  value  of  this 
picture  may  be  estimated  from  the  fact  that  Mr.  Sartain,  director 
of  the  Art  Department,  now  holds  the  original  letter  of  General 
Washington  to  Mr.  Stuart  respecting  the  time  and  place  at  which 
he  was  to  sit  for  it,  dated  “nth  April,  1796,”  to  which  is  appended 
a  certificate  by  Air.  Stuart,  written  in  1823,  that,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  head  on  a  large  canvas  (which  is  now  owned  by  the 
Boston  Athenaeum),  this  was  the  only  portrait  painted  by  hihnof 
Washington  from  life ,  in  existence.  We  may  add  that,  as  it  was 
executed  at  the  height  of  his  fame  by  the  greatest  portrait  painter 
of  his  day,  it  is  in  his  best  style,  and  that  it  is  in  perfect  condition.

The  automatic  tension  or  clamping  of  the  lower  thread  enables  the 
operator  to  regulate  the  lock  of  the  two  threads,  as  can  be  done  with  no  Shut¬ 
tle  Machine. 

5tli.  The  independent  “  take  up  ”  to  draw  up  the  thread  when  the  needle 
is  out  of  the  material,  is  found  in  no  Shuttle  Machine. 

6th.  The  steady  movement  of  the  Rotating  Hook  produces  a  more  regular 
and  even  stitch  than  the  reciprocating  shuttle. 

7th.  The  under  thread  is  much  more  easily  wound  and  arranged  than  with 
the  Shuttle  Machine,  and  the  bobbin  requires  refilling  far  less  often.  Tho 
needle  is  set  without  trouble  by  simply  placing  it  in  position.
